Two large crowds filled Grace 
Chapel to overflowing Sunday as 
the church marked the official 
opening of the new premises, The 
services marked completion of 
plans formulated following the 
fire that destroyed the previous 
church building on Front Street in 
March of 1970, 

Music and thanks were the key- 
notes of the service, with the 
former provided ably by the 
“Truth For the Times Trio’ 
from Peterborough, which sang 
twice with piano and guitar ac- 
companiment, Fred Elliott of 
Belleville, a former member of 
this church also sang a solo. 

Highlight of the service was the 
history presented by Ernest 
Belch of Belleville, on behalf 
of his father, who was too ill to 
attend, The brief sketch outlined 
formation of the congrgation in 
1935, with services held in the 
old mill until a church was built 
in 1938, That one was started 
with a $35 building fund, The 
present edifice would easily cost 
1,000 times that much, had all 
materials and labor been pur- 
chased at present rates, 

Mr, Belch also recalled how 
Stirling was a rallying point for 
conferences in years gone by, 
with 1,200 meals served in two 
days. 

Following the fire on March 4, 
there was a prayer meeting two 
days later over Ray Tyrer’s 
Shop. At this meeting, it was 
decided to plan to rebuild, The 
members were overwhelmed by 
the offers from other churches 
for facilities, but ended up using 
the Stirling Public School until 
the present building was ready 
for use in early 1971, 

The building committee, head. 
ed by Leon Wilson of Foxboro, 
who conducted the service, was 
composed of George Sutherland, 
chairman; Donald Vardy, Mike 
Malloy, A, Wannamaker, Paul 
Tyrer, and Rod Moorcroft, 

Also read during the service, 
was a partial list of those firms 
and individuals that either sup. 
plied labor and materials out- 
right or at substantially reduced 
cost to the church, Tribute was 
paid to Everett Sine, who owned 
the land, and soldittothe church, 
after refusing offers from others 
for housing, 

Special speakers for the day 
were Aubrey Dellandrea, from 
North Bay and Robert McLaren 
from Guelph, who brought the 
messages at the afternoon and 
evening service respectively,

2nd teaching trip 
proposed for 1973 


Travelling education was the 
first feature on the agenda of the 
Hastings County Board of Pduca- 
tion when it met in Stirling Sen- 
ior Public School Monday night, 
Board members heard a project 
outlined for the spring of 1973 
which would let every Grade 12 
student who wished, take a 16. 
day tour of the Mediterranean 
and have a chance to meaning- 
fully study the language, culture 
and history of the area that 
largely relates to the course 
of study. 

Lloyd Jones, a history teacher 
at Centennial Secondary School, 
Belleville, outlined a trip taken 
by 73 of his students in 1971, 
and how it had been an over- 
whelming success, He then ex- 
plained how the trip would be 
comparable in 1973, but be short- 
er in sea boyage and longer in 
air travel, 

In conjunction with a shipping 
firm and two air lines, the trip 
would include a flight from Tor- 
onto to Naples, a tour of Rome; 
by sea from Naples to Crete 
and then to Turkey; circum. 
navigate Santorin; on to Greece 
and a visit to three ancient cities, 
then overland by bus to Athens; 
spend a day in Athens, one day 
in Dubrovnik, Yugoslavia, then 
to Venice for a day; by air 
over the Alps to London, two 
days in England and then home, 

The trip would be taken during 
the 1973 Easter break, the mid- 
dle of March, plus nine days 
either before or after, depending

Foxboro Co-op 
to merge with UCO 


Members of Foxboro Co-oper. 
ative voted to merge their 
Co-operative with United ¢ 0-Op- 
eratives of Ontario, The decision 
was made at a members meeting 
held at the Gilead Community 
Hall near Foxboroon Wednesday, 
October 27. The vote carried by 
a 90% majority of the members 
present, 

The Board of Directors, led by 
Henry Vanwinkopp, President, 
unanimously recommended the 
merger to members. A special 
Members information meeting 
had been held several weeks ago 
when the facts and reasons for 
the merger were first reviewed, 

Foxboro Co-operative Direc. 
tors reported steady sales last 
year but the co-operative was 
finding it increasingly difficult, 
because of its size ($360,391 in 
assets), to provide credit to lar- 
ger farm accounts, improve fac. 
ilities and build new ones, and 
provide leadership in farm input 
cost control. These were key rea. 
sons behind the decision to merge 
with United Co-operatives, UCO 
is a province-wide co-operative 
that had sales last year exceed. 
ing $120 million, with assets of 
$50 million, Foxboro Co-op has 
been acorporate member-share- 
holder of UCO since Foxboro was 
first organized many years ago. 

The Foxboro Board want to 
see co-operative services to far. 
mers maintained and broadened 
to serve as many people as 
possible in the future, They want 
to see the services remain in 
the hands of co-operative mem. 
bers, and so in looking to ways 
and means to do these things, 
they turned to UCO, It has been 
a supplier to Foxboro Co-op of 
Many of the goods and services 
used by members and patrons in 
this area, It is owned by 35,000 
members in Ontario, including 65 
other co-operatives similar to 
Foxboro, 


An immediate advantage for 
Foxboro members was demon- 
strated to them at the meeting 


when Don Huff, uco District 
Manager, told them of the UCO 
member special program that 


was held on October 29 and 30 
at the Foxboro Co-op, 

The merger means the present 
Board of Directors wil} relin. 
quish their posts in favor of a 
Council of elected people, For the 
next year, however, members 
agreed that the Board should 
serve as the provisional council, 

Members of the Foxboro Co. 
operative will receive equity in 
UCO in return for their equity 
in Foxboro Co-Op, The transfer 
of this members’ ownership will 
take place some time in the 
next few months, but the merger 
is effective immediately, All of 
the staff, and the manager Alvin 


Donaldson, will continue as UCO 
staff,

Maky, peoples long for the kind 
of spirit that will make them 
equal to any task set before them, 
However, when that which must 
be done is clearly seen, people 
rise to the occasion with every 
ounce of courage and power they 
possess, They become stirred up 
by the power of the spirit within 
them, 

This was the spirit that dwelt 
in the hearts of all the men and 
women of Canada who offered 
themselves for the task that was 
so plainly placed before them, 
And when the going got rough, 
they proved that they “lacked 
nothing’? to complete the job 
that had to be done, As it was 
with the disciples in ancient 
times, God had put His spirit 
upon them, They had the courage, 
the will, to do all that was re- 
quired of them - and more!

A restricted Area 
By-law is designed to protect 
present development and to en- 
sure that incompatible uses do 
not occur in close proximity 
to or near one another, For ex- 
ample, with no restrictions on 
land uses, it is possible for a 
‘Nuisance’? industry such as a 
junk yard or gravel pit to be

The process of preparing an 
official plan and restricted area 
by-laws is a long one, Normally, 
the official plan is completed 
first, This involves a detailed 
examination into almost all as.

roads, water sources, land use, 
etc, are inventoried and the in. 
formation analyzed, When satis. 
fied that the planning area is 
“known’’, planning policy is est. 
ablished based on good planning 
practices, the information ga. 
thered, and most important .. 
on the desires of ‘the people 
living in the area, 

After completion of the poli- 
cies of an official plan, the im. 
plementing document, the res- 
tricted area by-law can be pre- 
sented, The townships in the 
Hastings County Planning Area 
have the option of waiting until 
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a table for storing finished 


and taking it out of 
ndle used to roll the 
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the completion of the Official 
Plan before getting their res. 
tricted area by-law, or, in the 
meantime, having a temporary 
“interim” by-law based onexis- 
ting land use only. This interim 
by-law restricts use to what- 
ever is existing and application 
must be made to Council for any 
changes of land use zones, This 
interim by-law will be amended, 
as required, to conform to the 
mace: Plan when it is comple. 
ed, 


In the County of Hastings Plan. 
ning Area, the consulting firm of 
Totten Sims Hubicki have been 
engaged to prepare the Official 
Plan and Restricted Area By. 
laws, At the present time, they 
are involved in gathering infor. 
mation and studying the County, 
One of the most important tools 
for ‘‘knowing’’ the area is the 
land use survey, The land use 
survey has been in progress 
since August of this year and 
will be continuing until at least 
the end of November, 


Later on in the planning pro- 
gram, the people of Hastings 
County will be asked to get in. 
volved in the planning of their 
area, Their ideas will guide the 
formation of the Official Plan 
policies in order to ensure that

In second place is the Census 
metropolitan area of T oronto 
which has moved to within 110,000 
of Montreal's population, Metro. 
Politan Vancouver joins the two 
older centres in the “over-a- 
million’? population category, 

The fifth and last bulletin of 
“ series covering some 4,700 
cities, towns, villa ges, town. 
ships: and other municipal units, 
showed metropolitan Montreal 
with a preliminary Population 
count of 2,720,413 .. anincrease 
of six’ pér cent Since 1966, Tor. 
onto’s metro Population stood 
at 2,609,638, representinga 
Srowth of 16 per cent, and Van. 
couver’s at 1,071,081, 15 percent 
over the last census, 

Other metropolitan areas in the 
top ten, with 1966-71 growth rates 
shown in brackéts, are Ottawa. 
Hull, 596,176 (13%); Winnipeg, 
534,685 (5%); Hamilton, 495,864 
(10%); Edmonton, 490,811 (16%); 
Quebec, 476,232 (9%); Calgary, 
400,154 (21%): and Niagara-St, 
Catherines, 301,108 (6%), 

The preliminary figures indi. 
cate that growth rates have slow. 
ed down since 1966, due to lower 
birth rates and im migration, 
They also show that most of the 
growth has occurred inthe fringe 
or suburban parts’ of the larger 


metropolitan centres, usually at 
the expense of ‘‘core’’ citigs and 
smaller towns and rural com- 
munities, 

For example, populations with- 
in the city limits of Montreal and 
Winnipeg actually declined be- 
tween 1966 and 1971 and, had it 
not been for boundary changes 
in Halifax, Saint John and Que- 
bec, these three cities wouldalso 
have shown lower populations, 

On the basis of actual city 
populations, as opposed to me- 
tropolitan areas, Edmonton be- 
comes the third largest city in 
Canada because its growth took 
Place almost wholly within newly 
enlarged city limits, The increa- 
ses shown by Vancouver and most 
other major cities were concen- 
trated’ in municipalities outside 
the city but within the metro- 
politan fringe, 

However, city populations of 
Edmonton (434,000) and Vancou 
ver (422,000) are considerably 
less than Toronto's population of 
slightly under 700,000, and all 
three are well below the figure 
of almost 1,200,000 for the city 
of Montreal,

In the second letter which Paul 
the apostle wrote to the Christ- 
jans at Corinth, he made this 
statement, ‘‘such trust have we 
through Christ to God-ward; not 
that we are sufficient of our- 
selves, to think anything as of 
ourselves; but our sufficiency is 
from God,”’ This claim of self. 
commendation is not written 
boastfully, Paul is not trying to 
sound smug. He is giving us a 
life principle.

This important clue about life 
and about how we should live is 
easily forgotten or overlooked 
today, It is relatively easy for 
us to push God outside, and to 
think that life is governed by 
what I decide and what I choose 
to do, Freedome of choice, of 
course, is ours. It was given 
to us in creation, But the con- 
sequences of our choices were 
also part of our creation,

If the company issuing the 
credit card hasn’t told you about 
that new law, and provided you 


with a postage pald, pre-addres- 
sed form for you to use toinform 
them of your loss, you’re off the 
hook, 

Although there are some other 
Provisions of the law, this is the 
one which applies to most U,S8, 
credit card holders because very 
few of the issuing companies have 
bothered to notify their custo. 
mers, 

Some of the firms feel that if 
you aren’t aware of the provis- 
ton, you'll be much more prompt 
in notifying them and they are not 
Planning to comply with this pro- 
vision at all, Others are just 
now beginning to make their plans 
to notify customers, 


The same law says that unso- 
licited cards that have never been 
signed or used are exempt from 
liability of the card customer, 
Cards that don’t provide some 
means of identification also are 
exempt from any Hability, 


So, rest easier tonight knowing 
that if your credit card shouldbe 
lost or stolen, at least you pro. 
bably won’t have to pay for the 
fraudulent charges that might be 
made,
